HON. FRANK F. ARBUCKLE ROB- 
BED AND MURDEBED. 


HIS HOME WAS IN COLORADO. 


Was Prominent in Mining and Politi- 
cal Circles and There Is Mystery 
About His Death. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—Frank P. Ar- 
buckle of Denver, Colo., was found in 
an unconscious. condition, dying, in an 
Obscure place near a vacant lot just off the 
Sidewalk, in a lot of weeds, on the west 

side of Eighth avenue,between One Hundred 

and Fifty-second and One Hundred and 

Fifty-third streets, at 2:45 o’clock this morn- 

ing. He died in the patrol wagon on the 

way to the station house, without regain- 

ing consciousness, . 

That the man was garroted, robbed and 

. murdered, is believed from incidents which 

. occurred a short time previous to his being 
discovered lying in the weeds. $ 

The ambulance surgeon who was called 
pon the finding of the dying man gave it 

# his opinion that he was suffering from 

neart disease. The police, however, are of 

the opinion that the man came dy his 
death at the hands of thugs. 

Den minutes before Arbuckle was found a 
policeman passed the place on his beat, and 
he asgerts positively that there was no one 
there then. Arbuckle was about 50 years 
old, 5 feet 9 inches tall, and weighed about 
220 pounds. He wore a black diagonal suit 
of clothes of fine material, which bore the 
mame of the maker, “J. A. Merriman, Fond 
du Lac, Wis.”’ 

In the pockets of the dead man were a 

. number of letters addressed to Hon. Frank 
P. Arbuckle, care of Tammany Times, 236 
West Thirty-ninth street.“ 

‘+ There were also found a number of cer- 

, tifeates of the Cripple Creek and Central 
City Consolidated Mining Co. The letters 

all related to mining subjects and schemes. 

‘which indicated that the dead man had 

deen interested fi mining ventures. 

Besides these things found in the dead 
man's pockets there were also found $1.60 
| in change, several programmes of a theater, 

a latch-key, two handkerchiefs marked 

with the letter “A,” a pair of linked cuft- 

buttons, a gold ore charm and three pieces 

of gold ore. His shirt was marked A. 

Officers sent out on the case went to the 

Atlanta Casino, near where Arbuckle was 

found. There they had a talk with the bar- 

tender, Charles Horstman, who confirmed 
their theory that the man had been foully 
dealt with. Horstman said that a man an-

PLAGUE AT BOMBAY. 


It Has Taken on Serious Proportions 
and People Are Leaving. 


TACOMA, Wash., Nov. 19.—The steamer 
Olympia, which arrived last night from 
Hong Kong, brought news that passengers 
from Bombay to Europe will probably have 
to undergo quarantine on arrival at Euro- 
p ports on account of the plague. The 
oo ation has voted a lakh of rupees for 
measures to extirpate the disease. The 
latest news is that the 
Seventeen new Cases and elght deaths hav- 
ing occurred in the northern part of the 
city, . where there is no drainage. e 
health officer finds great difficulty in get- 
ting laborers for cleaning and disinfecting, 
owing to their fear of contagion. 

At Calcutta vigorous precautionary meas- 
ures are being taken. wo hospitals are to 
be constructed at an isolated spot and plans 
have been formed for an ambulance corps. 
The plague had just broken out at Ahmeda- 
bad, where the pt fears are felt, the 
town being densely populated and the water 
supply deficient. few showers of rain 
would probably stamp out the disease. It is 
estimated that 60,000 people have left Bom- 
bay since the outbreak. 


REMBAUGH ACQUITTED. 


An Asylum, Not Death, for the Man 
Who Slew His Brother.

SEDALIA, Mo., Nov. 19.—In the Criminal 
Court this morning, Alonzo Rembaugh was

STRANGE DEATH 
OF FRANZ MAYER, 


— 


HANGS HIMSELF BY A.STRAP TO 
THE POST OF HIS BED. 


BROKE IN A STRANGE CITY. 


A Letter Expected From Brooklyn Rel- 
atives Came Just Too Late to 
Save His Life. 


Franz Mayer, @.year ago sergeant in the 
Austrian army. was found dead in his room 
at 116 South Fourteenth street at 8 a. m. 
Thursday. 

He had committed 
himself to a bed post. 

His ending was a most peculiar one. With- 
in the last year there have been several 
suicides who hanged themselves to bed 
posts, but these have always allowed their 
bodies to rest on the floor. 


Mayer, after writing a letter, undressed 
himself so that he wore nothing but his un- 
der wear, stood up in bed, tied a trunk strap 
about his neck and tied the other end over 
the bed post. 

Then he sank to the bed and stretched his 
legs out under the covers. His body was 
up right against the head of the bed and its 
weight tightened the strap about his neck 
and strangled him. 

Mayer presumably took his life because 
he was penniless. Daily he expected a let- 
ter containing money from his relatives in 
Brooklyn, N. T., and when it had not come 
Wednesday night he decided to kill himself. 
His body was discovered Thursday morn- 
ing when the landlady opened the door to 
his room to deliver the letter for which he 
had waited. 

The letter had arrived in the early morn- 
ing mail. 

ix weeks ago Mayer came to St. Louis 
from the East and engaged a room with 
board at the home of Mrs. Dan Clifford, at 
116 South Fourteenth street. He said he 
had only been in this country a year and 
that previous to coming to St. Louis ‘he 
had worked in a brewery in Brooklyn, 
where he had relatives. 

He had a little money when he came 
here and expected it to last until he could 
get employment in a local brewery. 

But be was not able to get work. Three 
weeks ago his money gave out; and he 
wrote to his Broo tives for more. 

He received no reply. 
again, but no answer or as 
came. 

Last Tuesday he told Mrs. Clifford that he 
would impose upon her no more, and left 
the house, saying he would return each 
day to see if the letter from Brooklyn had 
coro. 

Wednesday evening he returned to the 
Fourteenth street house and finding that no 
letter had come for him, he asked to be 
allowed to remain there over night. 

Permission was granted him, and he was 
= his old room—the rear of the first 

oor. 

What his actions were after he closed the 
door no one knows except that he wrote a 
letter and killed himself. 

It was nearly 8 o’clock Thursday morning 
when the mail carrier delieverd a letter to 
the house, addressed to Franz Mayer, bear- 
ing the Brooklyn postmark. 

Mrs. Clifford took the letter back to the 
room she had given Mayer and rapped on 
the door. When she had knocked several 
times, without receiving @ response, she 
opened the door, which was unlocked. 

There she saw the dead body suspended 
to the bedpost. On the table was a scrap, 
on which was written this—Mayer’s last 


message: 
“ST. LOUIS, Nov. 19, 1896. 
“Although I left no money, I had money 
to come from Tyrol, Austria, to Brooklyn, 
where I have been the last time. Something 
went against my ideas, but I won't say 
what it is

“I am also sick and was tired of living.

The 
report is an exhaustive review of the tobac- 
eo resources of Mexico, and presents the 
subject in a new and important light. Gen. 
Crittenden makes no mention of the Cuban

How to Detect Consumption by Blood 
Tests. 


CITY OF MEXICO, Nov. 19.—Dr. A. M 
Holmes of Denver, who is here by special 
invitation of the Medical Congress, ex- 
plained the manner in which he had dis- 
covered the method of diagnosing consump- 
tion by the examination of a drop of blood, 
enabling physicians to treat the disease 
while yet in the blood and before it has at- 
tacked the system of the patient. The 
discovery has been the subject of com- 
ment of all the medical journals and pro- 


fessional men. Dr. Holmes attended the 
congress at the urgent invitation of its 
members, who desired to have the discover- 
er read the paper. It is by far the most

When Patrolman Tebeau took the stand 
Attorney Eggers conducted the examina- 
tion. The officer first heard @f Reynolds’ 
disappearance on March 2. He had seen 
Reynolds a few days before his disappear- 
ance in the barroom at the Cleveland 
House. Reynolds was drunk and had $75, 
which he deposited with the bartender. 
He saw Reynolds on March 16 at 9:30 
o'clock a. m. at Second and @oplar. He 
got his money and put it in his undershirt 
sleeve and then rolled the sleeve up to 
his elbow. He saw Reynolds again at 
Third and Spruce streets at II o’clock a. m. 
the same day. 

Mr. Fritsche was recalled. He said 
he was in Meyers room when Officer 
| Keeley came in and secured Meyer's valise. 
The valise and contents were examined. 
Witness identified a pocket knife as one 
taken from the valise, 

Wm. Fellerman, a. grocer, 1340 St. Ange 
avenue, was playing cards in the Cleve- 
land House when he heard Meyer, Smith 
and Wickman say they were going to the 
cellar to see if they could not find Tommy 
Reynolds’ body. After an absence of sev- 
eral minutes Wickman returned and said 
the body had been found. Meyer and 
Smi had not returned from the cellar. 
Witness went for a policeman. 

Frank Wickman is a boarder at the Cleve- 
land House. He testified that he was play- 
ing cards in the house on March . Meyer 
and Smith entered the room and asked him 
and Fellerman to go in the cellar and look 
for Reynolds’ body. Meyer had a lantern 
and he went to the pile of sawdust where 
the body was found. Smith had a shovel 
and said he would dig in the pile of saw- 
dust. Meyer then s some one had been 
shoveling there before. Smith 
eling at the point designated by Meyer.

ELECTION CLERES.

only in Case of a Contest Can the Dead 
Ballots Be Scrutinized in 
Open Court. 


The work of receiving the statements of 
the judges and clerks of election on the 
number of ballots rejected and the causes 
for such rejection was to have been begun 
Thursday morning at the office of the 
Election Commissioners in the City Hall, 
but, owing to the difficulty of getting the 
printing done and the notices mailed in 
time, it was found impossible and deferred 
to Friday morning, when it will begin with- 


out fail. 

A general misunderstanding seems to ex- 
ist as to what this work really is and what 
the effect of it will be. 

The ballot boxes are not to be opened, 
as has been stated. It would be useless, 
because there is nothing in them. The 
ballot boxes are not repositories for ballots 
after election day. The ballots are taken 
out and counted by the judges and clerks, 
after which they are strung on wire and 
placed in a pasteboard box, called in legal 
phraseology an envelope, and sealed. 

The rejected ballots, if there be any, 
are placed in a separate envelope, which is 
laid on top of the pasteboard box and 
they are stacked away in the vault in that 
shape. 

The law requires that a statement must 
be made of the number of rejected ballots 
and the cause for such rejection. Very 
few of the judges and clerks did this. 

City Counselor Marshall has rendered an 
opinion that the envelopes containing the 
rejected ballots may be opened in case any 
of the election officials are unable to recol- 
lect how many were rejected. 

The Election Commissioners have been 
threatened with an injunction if this should 
be attempted, and, partly to afford an op- 

rtunity for the threat to be carried out, 

ut more to protect themselves from criti- 
cism, the judges and clerks have been sum- 
moned to correct the technical omission. 

It is only technical and will bring to light 
nothing that is not already known, Inter- 
ested persons have ascertained the number 
of rejected ballots in each precinct by sim- 
ply subtracting the number returned as 
correctly cast from the total number fur- 
nished the poll. The remainder represents 
the rejected ballots. 

Neither will any information be brought 
out as to why the ballots were rejected. It 
will merely be stated that such a number 
were rejected because incorrectly marked. 

Whether or not — 1 really were incor- 
rectly marked can only be determined by 
a contest, when an order of court will per- 
mit of them being scrutinized by others 
than the judges and clerks. 

It is probable ‘that nearly all of them will 
remember the number rejected, but those 
who don’t will simply open the envelope con- 
taining: the rejected ballots and replace 
them after counting them. 

It is more than probable, however, that 
a hitch will occur. Some of the judges 
and clerks are lawyers and some of the 
others who are not lawyers have clearly 
defined opinions about the law ag applied 
to elections. Some of these believe Mr. 
Marshall’g opinion to the contrary, notwith- 
standing Ina it is against the law to open 
the envelopes, and they may refuse to lay 
themselves liable by doing so. 

Judge Edmunds, who will make a contest. 
is very much opposed to the receptacles 
for rejected ballots being opened and if 
injunction proceedings are instituted it will 
probably be by him. 

The notices to the judges and clerks were 
all sent out Wednesday. They appoint dif- 
ferent hours for details to report at the 
office and give it out plainly that, inasmuch 
as it is necessary for all the judges and 
clerks of a precinct to be present when 
the statement is made, any one who fails 
to obey the summons will be subpoenaed 
through the Circuit Court and have to pay 
the costs. 

The officials get nothing for this work, 
because it is work which should have been 
done by them before. They are disposed 
to sulk, but the threat of subpoenas will 
probably bring them all to time.
